MISCELLANEOUS CHANGES2

Section 1. Section 7A.14, Code 2018, is amended to read as3

follows:4

7A.14 Number of copies —— style.5

1. The annual and biennial reports shall be published,6

printed, and bound in such number as the director of the7

department of administrative services may order. The officials8

and heads of departments shall furnish the director with9

information necessary to determine the number of copies to be10

printed.11

2. They The reports shall be printed on good paper, in12

legible type with pages substantially six inches by nine inches13

in size. They The reports may be divided for binding where one14

portion should receive larger distribution than another, or be15

issued in parts or sections for greater convenience.16

Sec. 2. Section 12.1, Code 2018, is amended to read as17

follows:18

12.1 Office —— accounts —— reports.19

1. The treasurer shall keep the treasurer’s office at the20

seat of government, and shall keep an accurate account of the21

receipts and disbursements at the treasury in books kept for22

that purpose, in which the treasurer shall specify the names of23

the persons from whom money is received, and on what account,24

and the time thereof of receipt.25

2. The treasurer is responsible for reporting on the bonding26

activities of all political subdivisions, instrumentalities,27

and agencies of the state and shall make recommendations to28

the general assembly and the governor on modification in the29

bonding authority. The treasurer shall notify each political30

subdivision, instrumentality, and agency of the state to report31

to the treasurer the amount of bonds outstanding and each new32

bond issue. The treasurer shall adopt rules and establish33

forms for carrying out this provision section. Each political34

subdivision, instrumentality, and agency of the state shall35
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provide all the information required by the treasurer under1

this provision section.2

Sec. 3. Section 15.333, Code 2018, is amended to read as3

follows:4

15.333 Investment tax credit.5

1. For purposes of this section, “new investment” means the6

cost of machinery and equipment, as defined in section 427A.1,7

subsection 1, paragraphs “e” and “j”, purchased for use in the8

operation of the eligible business, the purchase price of which9

has been depreciated in accordance with generally accepted10

accounting principles, the purchase price of real property and11

any buildings and structures located on the real property, and12

the cost of improvements made to real property which is used13

in the operation of the eligible business. “New investment”14

also means the annual base rent paid to a third-party developer15

by an eligible business for a period not to exceed ten years,16

provided the cumulative cost of the base rent payments for that17

period does not exceed the cost of the land and the third-party18

developer’s costs to build or renovate the building for the19

eligible business.20

1. 2. An eligible business may claim a tax credit equal21

to a percentage of the new investment directly related to new22

jobs created or retained by the project. The tax credit shall23

be amortized equally over five calendar years. The tax credit24

shall be allowed against taxes imposed under chapter 422,25

division II, III, or V, and against the moneys and credits tax26

imposed in section 533.329. If the business is a partnership,27

S corporation, limited liability company, cooperative organized28

under chapter 501 and filing as a partnership for federal tax29

purposes, or estate or trust electing to have the income taxed30

directly to the individual, an individual may claim the tax31

credit allowed. The amount claimed by the individual shall32

be based upon the pro rata share of the individual’s earnings33

of the partnership, S corporation, limited liability company,34

cooperative organized under chapter 501 and filing as a35
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partnership for federal tax purposes, or estate or trust. The1

percentage shall be determined as provided in section 15.335A.2

Any tax credit in excess of the tax liability for the tax year3

may be credited to the tax liability for the following seven4

years or until depleted, whichever occurs first.5

2. 3. For purposes of this section, “new investment” means6

the cost of machinery and equipment, as defined in section7

427A.1, subsection 1, paragraphs “e” and “j”, purchased for use8

in the operation of the eligible business, the purchase price9

of which has been depreciated in accordance with generally10

accepted accounting principles, the purchase price of real11

property and any buildings and structures located on the real12

property, and the cost of improvements made to real property13

which is used in the operation of the eligible business.14

“New investment” also means the annual base rent paid to a15

third-party developer by an eligible business for a period not16

to exceed ten years, provided the cumulative cost of the base17

rent payments for that period does not exceed the cost of the18

land and the third-party developer’s costs to build or renovate19

the building for the eligible business.

d. Forty percent of the tax credit claimed under this4

section if the property ceases to be eligible for the tax5

credit within four full years after being placed in service.6

e. Twenty percent of the tax credit claimed under this7

section if the property ceases to be eligible for the tax8

credit within five full years after being placed in service.9

Sec. 4. Section 15.333A, Code 2018, is amended to read as10

follows:11

15.333A Insurance premium tax credits.12

1. For purposes of this section, “new investment” means the13

cost of machinery and equipment, as defined in section 427A.1,14

subsection 1, paragraphs “e” and “j”, purchased for use in the15

operation of the eligible business, the purchase price of which16

has been depreciated in accordance with generally accepted17

accounting principles, the purchase price of real property and18

any buildings and structures located on the real property, and19

the cost of improvements made to real property which is used20

in the operation of the eligible business. “New investment”21

also means the annual base rent paid to a third-party developer22

by an eligible business for a period not to exceed ten years,23

provided the cumulative cost of the base rent payments for that24

period does not exceed the cost of the land and the third-party25

developer’s costs to build or renovate the building for the26

eligible business.27

1. 2. An eligible business may claim an insurance premium28

tax credit equal to a percentage of the new investment directly29

related to new jobs created by the project. The tax credit30

shall be amortized equally over a five-year period. The tax31

credit shall be allowed against taxes imposed in chapter 432.32

A tax credit in excess of the tax liability for the tax year may33

be credited to the tax liability for the following seven years34

or until depleted, whichever occurs first. The percentage35
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shall be determined as provided in section 15.335A.1

2. 3. For purposes of this section, “new investment” means2

the cost of machinery and equipment, as defined in section3

427A.1, subsection 1, paragraphs “e” and “j”, purchased for use4

in the operation of the eligible business, the purchase price5

of which has been depreciated in accordance with generally6

accepted accounting principles, the purchase price of real7

property and any buildings and structures located on the real8

property, and the cost of improvements made to real property9

which is used in the operation of the eligible business.10

Sec. 5. Section 15A.4, Code 2018, is amended to read as6

follows:7

15A.4 Competitive programs —— good neighbor agreement ——8

additional consideration.9

1. A good neighbor agreement is an enforceable contract10

between a business and a community group or coalition of11

community groups which requires the business to adhere to12

negotiated environmental, economic, labor, or other social and13

community standards.14

2. For any program providing financial assistance for15

economic development in which the assistance is provided on a16

competitive basis, a business which enters into a good neighbor17

agreement shall receive extra consideration of at least ten18

points or the equivalent. A good neighbor agreement is an19

enforceable contract between the business and a community group20

or coalition of community groups which requires the business to21

adhere to negotiated environmental, economic, labor, or other22

social and community standards. A business which fails to23

abide by the good neighbor agreement shall repay all financial24

assistance received under the program.25

A business which fails to abide by the good neighbor26

agreement shall repay all financial assistance received under27

the program.28

Sec. 6. Section 17A.2, subsection 11, paragraph f, Code29

2018, is amended to read as follows:30

f. Those portions of staff manuals, instructions, or other31

statements issued by an agency which set forth criteria or32

guidelines to be used by its staff in auditing, in making33

inspections, in settling commercial disputes or negotiating34

commercial arrangements, or in the selection or handling of35
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cases, such as operational tactics or allowable tolerances or1

criteria for the defense, prosecution, or settlement of cases,2

when the disclosure of such statements would do any of the3

following:4

(1) enable Enable law violators to avoid detection; or.5

(2) facilitate Facilitate disregard of requirements imposed6

by law; or.7

(3) give Give a clearly improper advantage to persons who8

are in an adverse position to the state.9

Sec. 7. Section 17A.5, subsection 2, paragraph b,10

subparagraph (1), Code 2018, is amended to read as follows:11

(1) Subject to applicable constitutional or statutory12

provisions, a rule becomes effective immediately upon filing13

with the administrative rules coordinator, or at a subsequent14

stated date prior to indexing and publication, or at a stated15

date less than thirty-five days after filing, indexing, and16

publication, if the agency finds any of the following:17

(a) That a statute so provides;.18

(b) That the rule confers a benefit or removes a restriction19

on the public or some segment thereof; or.20

(c) That this effective date is necessary because of21

imminent peril to the public health, safety, or welfare.22

Sec. 8. Section 22.9, Code 2018, is amended to read as23

follows:24

22.9 Denial of federal funds —— rules.25

1. If it is determined that any provision of this chapter26

would cause the denial of funds, services or essential27

information from the United States government which would28

otherwise definitely be available to an agency of this state,29

such provision shall be suspended as to such agency, but only30

to the extent necessary to prevent denial of such funds,31

services, or essential information.32

2. An agency within the meaning of section 17A.2, subsection33

1, shall adopt as a rule, in each situation where this section34

is believed applicable, its the agency’s determination35
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identifying those particular provisions of this chapter that1

must be waived in the circumstances to prevent the denial of2

federal funds, services, or information.3

Sec. 9. Section 26.2, subsection 3, Code 2018, is amended4

to read as follows:5

3. “Public improvement” means a building or construction6

work which is constructed under the control of a governmental7

entity and is paid for in whole or in part with funds of the8

governmental entity, including a building or improvement9

constructed or operated jointly with any other public or10

private agency, but excluding urban all of the following:11

a. Urban renewal demolition and low-rent housing projects,12

industrial.13

b. Industrial aid projects authorized under chapter 419,14

emergency.15

c. Emergency work or repair or maintenance work performed by16

employees of a governmental entity, and excluding a.17

d. A highway, bridge, or culvert project, and excluding18

construction.19

e. Construction or repair or maintenance work performed for20

a city utility under chapter 388 by its employees or performed21

for a rural water district under chapter 357A by its employees.22

Sec. 10. Section 43.2, Code 2018, is amended to read as23

follows:24

43.2 Definitions.25

1. As used in this chapter, unless the context otherwise26

requires:27

1. a. “Book”, “list”, “record”, or “schedule” kept by a28

county auditor, assessor, treasurer, recorder, sheriff, or29

other county officer means the county system as defined in30

section 445.1.31

2. a. b. “Political party” shall mean a party which, at32

the last preceding general election, cast for its candidate for33

president of the United States or for governor, as the case34

may be, at least two percent of the total vote cast for all35
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candidates for that office at that election. It shall be the1

responsibility of the state commissioner to determine whether2

any organization claiming to be a political party qualifies as3

such under the foregoing definition.4

b. 2. A political organization which is not a “political5

party” within the meaning of this subsection 1, paragraph “b”,6

may nominate candidates and have the names of such candidates7

placed upon the official ballot by proceeding under chapters8

44 and 45.9

Sec. 11. Section 43.115, subsection 2, Code 2018, is amended10

to read as follows:11

2. A Notwithstanding any statute to the contrary, a12

candidate for precinct committee member may also file as13

a candidate for one additional office, any statute to the14

contrary notwithstanding.15

Sec. 12. Section 49.5, Code 2018, is amended to read as16

follows:17

49.5 City precincts.18

1. As used in this section:19

a. “The convenience of the voters” refers to but is not20

necessarily limited to the use of precinct boundaries which can21

be readily described to and identified by voters and for which22

there is ease of access by voters to their respective precinct23

polling places by reasonably direct routes of travel.24

b. “Promoting electoral efficiency” means reducing the cost25

of staffing election precincts by requiring cities to avoid26

creating more precincts than is reasonably necessary to provide27

voters access to voting.28

2. The council of a city where establishment of more29

than one precinct is necessary or deemed advisable shall, at30

the time required by law, divide the city into the number31

of election precincts as will best serve the convenience of32

the voters while promoting electoral efficiency. As used in33

this section, the term “the convenience of the voters” refers34

to, but is not necessarily limited to, the use of precinct35
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boundaries which can be readily described to and identified1

by voters and for which there is ease of access by voters to2

their respective precinct polling places by reasonably direct3

routes of travel. As used in this section, the term “promoting4

electoral efficiency” means reducing the cost of staffing5

election precincts by requiring cities to avoid creating more6

precincts than is reasonably necessary to provide voters access7

to voting.8

3. The precinct boundaries shall conform to section 49.39

and shall be described in an ordinance adopted by the council10

within the time required by section 49.7. Before final11

adoption of any change in election precinct boundaries pursuant12

to this section or section 49.6, the council shall permit the13

commissioner not less than seven and not more than ten days’14

time to offer written comments to the council on the proposed15

reprecincting. If the commissioner recommends changes in the16

proposed reprecincting which the commissioner concludes could17

better serve the convenience of the voters or could promote18

electoral efficiency, including lowering election costs, the19

council shall, if no changes to the reprecincting are made,20

include reasons in the ordinance for not adopting the proposed21

changes of the commissioner. A public hearing shall be held22

before final adoption of the ordinance. Notice of the date,23

time, and place of the hearing shall be given as provided in24

chapter 21.25

Sec. 13. Section 53.26, Code 2018, is amended to read as26

follows:27

53.26 Rejected ballots —— how handled.28

Every ballot not counted shall be endorsed on the back29

thereof “Rejected because (giving reason therefor)”. All30

rejected ballots shall be enclosed and securely sealed in an31

envelope on which the precinct election officials shall endorse32

“Defective ballots”, with a statement of the precinct in which33

and the date of the election at which they were cast, and be34

signed by the precinct election officials and returned to the35
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same officer and in the same manner as by law provided for1

the return and preservation of official ballots voted at such2

election.3

Sec. 14. Section 59.1, subsection 1, Code 2018, is amended4

to read as follows:5

1. The contestant for a seat in either branch of the general6

assembly shall, prior to twenty days before the first day of7

the next session, serve on the incumbent in the manner provided8

by the rules of civil procedure for service of an original9

notice a statement of notice of contest which shall allege a10

fact or facts, believed true by the contestant which, if true,11

would alter the outcome of the election.12

Sec. 15. Section 59.3, Code 2018, is amended to read as13

follows:14

59.3 Depositions.15

Depositions may be taken in such cases in the same manner16

and under the same rules as in an action at law in the district17

court, but no cause for taking the same depositions need be18

shown.19

Sec. 16. Section 62.11, Code 2018, is amended to read as20

follows:21

62.11 Subpoenas.22

Subpoenas for witnesses may be issued at any time after23

the notice of trial is served, either by the county treasurer24

or by the county auditor, and shall command the witnesses to25

appear “appear at ....., on ...., to testify in relation to26

a contested election, wherein ........ (Insert contestant’s27

name) is contestant and ........ (Insert incumbent’s name) is28

incumbent incumbent”.29

Sec. 17. Section 63A.2, subsection 1, Code 2018, is amended30

to read as follows:31

1. Governor, secretary of state, secretary of agriculture,32

auditor of state, treasurer of state, and attorney general.33

Sec. 18. Section 68B.39, Code 2018, is amended to read as34

follows:35
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68B.39 Supreme court rules.1

1. The supreme court of this state shall prescribe rules2

establishing a code of ethics for officials and employees of3

the judicial branch of this state, and the immediate family4

members of the officials and employees. Rules prescribed under5

this paragraph subsection shall include provisions relating to6

the receipt or acceptance of gifts and honoraria, interests in7

public contracts, services against the state, and financial8

disclosure which are substantially similar to the requirements9

of this chapter.10

2. The supreme court of this state shall also prescribe11

rules which relate to activities by officials and employees of12

the judicial branch which constitute conflicts of interest.13

Sec. 19. Section 69.16, Code 2018, is amended to read as14

follows:15

69.16 Appointive boards —— political affiliation.16

1. All appointive boards, commissions, and councils of the17

state established by the Code if not otherwise provided by law18

shall be bipartisan in their composition. No person shall be19

appointed or reappointed to any board, commission, or council20

established by the Code if the effect of that appointment or21

reappointment would cause the number of members of the board,22

commission, or council belonging to one political party to be23

greater than one-half the membership of the board, commission,24

or council plus one.25

2. In the case where the appointment of members of the26

general assembly is allowed, and the law does not otherwise27

provide, if an even number of legislators are appointed they28

shall be equally divided by political party affiliation; if an29

odd number of members of the general assembly are appointed,30

the number representing a certain political party shall not31

exceed by more than one the legislative members of the other32

political party who may be appointed.33

3. If there are multiple appointing authorities for a board,34

commission or council, the appointing authorities shall consult35
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to avoid a violation of this section.1

4. This section shall not apply to any board, commission, or2

council established by the Code for which other restrictions3

regarding the political affiliations of members are provided4

by law.5

Sec. 20. Section 70A.20, Code 2018, is amended to read as6

follows:7

70A.20 Employees disability program.8

1. As used in this section, unless the context otherwise9

requires:10

a. “Adult” means a person who is eighteen years of age or11

older.12

b. “Primary and family social security” shall not include13

social security benefits awarded to an adult child with a14

disability of the state employee with a disability who does15

not reside with the state employee with a disability if the16

social security benefits were awarded to the adult child with17

a disability prior to the approval of the state employee’s18

benefits under this section, regardless of whether the United19

States social security administration records the benefits20

to the social security number of the adult child with a21

disability, the state employee with a disability, or any other22

family member, and such social security benefits shall not23

reduce the benefits payable pursuant to this section.24

2. A state employees disability insurance program is25

created, which shall be administered by the director of the26

department of administrative services and which shall provide27

disability benefits in an amount and for the employees as28

provided in this section. The monthly disability benefits29

shall, at a minimum, provide twenty percent of monthly30

earnings if employed less than one year, forty percent of31

monthly earnings if employed one year or more but less than32

two years, and sixty percent of monthly earnings thereafter,33

reduced by primary and family social security determined34

at the time social security disability payments commence,35

However, the amount of benefits3

payable under the Iowa public employees’ retirement system4

pursuant to chapter 97B shall not reduce the benefits payable5

pursuant to this section. Subsequent social security or6

railroad retirement increases shall not be used to further7

reduce the insurance benefits payable. As used in this8

section, “primary and family social security” shall not include9

social security benefits awarded to an adult child with a10

disability of the state employee with a disability who does11

not reside with the state employee with a disability if the12

social security benefits were awarded to the adult child with13

a disability prior to the approval of the state employee’s14

benefits under this section, regardless of whether the United15

States social security administration records the benefits16

to the social security number of the adult child with a17

disability, the state employee with a disability, or any other18

family member, and such social security benefits shall not19

reduce the benefits payable pursuant to this section. As20

used in this section, unless the context otherwise requires,21

State employees shall receive credit for the time they were23

continuously employed prior to and on July 1, 1974.24

3. The following provisions apply to the employees25

disability insurance program:26

1. a. Waiting period of no more than ninety working days of27

continuous sickness or accident disability or the expiration of28

accrued sick leave, whichever is greater.29

2. b. Maximum period benefits paid for both accident or30

sickness disability:31

a. (1) If the disability occurs prior to the time the32

employee attains the age of sixty-one years, the maximum33

benefit period shall end sixty months after continuous benefit34

payments begin or on the date on which the employee attains the35
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age of sixty-five years, whichever is later.1

b. (2) If the disability occurs on or after the time the2

employee attains the age of sixty-one years but prior to the3

age of sixty-nine years, the maximum benefit period shall end4

sixty months after continuous benefit payments begin or on the5

date on which the employee attains the age of seventy years,6

whichever is earlier.7

c. (3) If the disability occurs on or after the time the8

employee attains the age of sixty-nine years, the maximum9

benefit period shall end twelve months after continuous benefit10

payments begin.11

3. a. c. (1) Minimum and maximum benefits of not less12

than fifty dollars per month and not exceeding three thousand13

dollars per month.14

b. (2) In no event shall benefits exceed one hundred15

percent of the claimant’s predisability covered monthly16

compensation.17

4. d. All probationary and permanent full-time state18

employees shall be covered under the employees disability19

insurance program, except board members and members of20

commissions who are not full-time state employees, and state21

employees who on July 1, 1974, are under another disability22

program financed in whole or in part by the state, and23

state employees who have agreed to participation in another24

disability program through a collective bargaining agreement.25

For purposes of this section, members of the general assembly26

serving on or after January 1, 1989, are eligible for the plan27

during their tenure in office, on the basis of enrollment28

rules established for full-time state employees excluded from29

collective bargaining as provided in chapter 20.30

Sec. 21. Section 80.18, Code 2018, is amended to read as31

follows:32

80.18 Expenses and supplies —— reimbursement.33

1. The commissioner shall provide peace officers of the34

department when on duty, with suitable uniforms, subsistence,35
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arms, equipment, quarters, and other necessary supplies, and1

also the expense and means of travel and boarding, according2

to rules adopted by the commissioner, and as may be provided3

by appropriation.4

2. The department may expend moneys from the support5

allocation of the department as reimbursement for replacement6

or repair of personal items of the department’s peace officers7

or employees damaged or destroyed during a peace officer’s or8

employee’s course of employment. However, the reimbursement9

shall not exceed the greater of one hundred fifty dollars or10

the amount agreed to under the collective bargaining agreement11

for each item. The department shall adopt rules in accordance12

with chapter 17A to administer this paragraph subsection.13

Sec. 22. Section 80A.13, subsection 1, Code 2018, is amended14

to read as follows:15

1. File with the sheriff of the county in which the campus16

is located evidence that the individual has successfully17

completed an approved firearm safety training under section18

724.9. This requirement does not apply to armored car19

personnel.20

Sec. 23. Section 84A.4, subsection 1, Code 2018, is amended21

to read as follows:22

1. A local workforce development board shall be established23

in each service delivery area as defined in section 84B.3.24

The voting members of each board shall be appointed by the25

governor, consistent with the requirements of federal law26

and in consultation with chief elected officials within the27

local workforce development area. Chief elected officials28

responsible for recommendations for each board’s voting29

membership shall include but are not limited to county30

elected officials, municipal elected officials, and community31

college directors. The voting membership of each board shall32

provide for equal representation of business and labor and33

shall include a county elected official, a city official, a34

representative of a school district, and a representative of35
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a community college. A local workforce development board may1

appoint ex officio, nonvoting members.2

Sec. 24. Section 84A.7, subsections 2 and 3, Code 2018, are3

amended to read as follows:4

2. Iowa conservation corps established. The Iowa5

conservation corps is established in this state to provide6

Materials and services shall be28

intended for the project and acceptable to the department of29

workforce development.

Section 455B.311: Conforms spelling of the word13

“countywide” to the spelling elsewhere in the Code in14

this provision relating to grants for certain solid waste15

initiatives.16

Section 455B.337: Numbers unnumbered paragraphs and changes17

“said” to “this” to conform to current Code referencing style18

in this provision relating to emergency action by the director19

of the department of natural resources regarding violations of20

requirements for the receipt, storage, transfer, or disposal21

of radioactive waste materials.22

Section 465C.11: Numbers unnumbered paragraphs and replaces23

the word “it” with “the board” in this Code section relating to24

areas designated as state preserves.25

Section 468.68: Reformats this provision relating to26

drainage warrants drawn upon construction or maintenance funds27

of any drainage district to set out into a Code form language28

that is to be used in certificates for excess amounts.29

Section 476.52: Subdivides the first paragraph and30

combines two paragraphs into a single paragraph and numbers the31

resultant paragraphs in this provision relating to efficient32

operation of public utilities.33

Section 476.86: Renumbers to eliminate unnumbered34

paragraphs in subsection 2 of this Code section establishing35
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definitions relating to certification of competitive natural1

gas providers.2

Section 479.4: Numbers unnumbered paragraphs, divides a3

long sentence, and updates archaic language in this provision4

regarding supervision and inspection of the construction,5

maintenance, and condition of pipelines and underground storage6

facilities.7

Section 479B.4: Numbers unnumbered paragraphs and places a8

series describing the contents of a notice of an informational9

meeting into an alphanumeric list in this provision relating10

to the process a company must use when seeking a permit11

to construct, maintain, and operate a new hazardous liquid12

pipeline.13

Section 479B.14: Numbers unnumbered paragraphs and14

replaces the word “it” with “the permit” or “the board” in this15

provision relating to issuance of hazardous liquid pipeline16

permits by the utilities board.17

Section 514A.8: Reformats and numbers this Code section,18

which makes the Code chapter governing accident and health19

insurance inapplicable to certain types of insurance policies,20

to conform the style to current Code style.21

Section 514C.15: Strikes a comma that is no longer needed22

after the changes made by 2017 Iowa Acts, chapter 148, section23

68, were applied to this Code section regarding discussions24

between a health care provider and a covered individual about25

treatment options.26

Section 515F.2: Replaces parentheses with commas in the27

definition of the term “developed losses” in this definitions28

section for the Code chapter governing casualty insurance.29

Section 519A.4: Adds a terminal comma before the last item30

in a series of phrases describing the necessary elements for31

a plan of operation for the joint underwriting association32

established to provide a stable market for medical malpractice33

insurance.34

Section 543B.8: Restructures this Code section based upon35
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Code section content and numbers the resulting paragraphs to1

improve the readability of this Code section establishing the2

real estate commission.3

Section 544A.17: Adds a comma in a series to clarify4

language providing that the Code chapter governing licensed5

architects does not apply to certain persons whose actions6

are being directed by a licensed architect or professional7

engineer.8

Section 554.1201: Uses the lowercase for the word “parts” to9

be consistent with other uses of the same term in Code chapter10

554 in this provision establishing the general definitions for11

the uniform commercial code.12

Section 569.4: Numbers unnumbered paragraphs, changes13

“money” to “moneys” to conform to current Code style, and14

replaces the word “it” with “municipal corporation” in this15

provision governing the acquisition of real estate by the16

state, a county, or a municipal corporation.17

Section 642.21: Adds the words “subsection 1” to language18

referencing certain questions posed to a garnishee in this19

provision outlining the extent to which the disposable earnings20

of an individual are exempt from garnishment to facilitate21

hypertext linkage to the question.22

Section 657.9: Divides the last paragraph in two and23

numbers the unnumbered paragraphs in this provision setting24

requirements for shooting ranges established within a county25

or city.26

Section 674.6: Renumbers the initial unnumbered paragraphs27

in this Code section relating to the notice and consent28

requirements that must be met in order for a person to change29

the person’s name.30

Section 692.8: Numbers unnumbered paragraphs and corrects31

an internal reference based on the numbering in this provision32

relating to intelligence data contained in the files of the33

department of public safety.34

Section 708.2B: Divides existing paragraphs based on35
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content and numbers the resulting paragraphs in this Code1

section relating to treatment of domestic abuse offenders.2

Section 805.8B: Adds the word “for” to the beginning of3

each of the subparagraphs and subparagraph divisions to match4

the style of all of the other subunits in this Code section5

establishing the penalties for the navigation, recreation,6

hunting, and fishing scheduled violations.7

Section 904.319: Changes the word “money” to “moneys” to8

match the prevalent use of the term elsewhere in the Code in9

this provision relating to the establishing of temporary places10

of confinement of inmates of correctional institutions in the11

case of an emergency.12

Section 906.1: Numbers and letters unnumbered paragraphs,13

corrects the headnote, and converts two definitions into14

formal definitions in this provision defining what is meant by15

“parole” and “work release”.16

Division II:17

This division contains corrections to references based on18

changes to Code sections which are transferred or in which19

headers are designated as subchapters in Division III of20

the bill. In several of the Code sections, the unnumbered21

paragraphs also are numbered to facilitate citation to the Code22

section subunits.23

Division III:24

This division contains Code editor directives to change the25

word “recision” to “rescission” to conform the spelling of the26

word to a more usual spelling in the enumerated Code sections.27

The division also contains Code editor directives to change28

the word “division” to “subchapter” in various enumerated Code29

sections and to change the Code chapter division designations30

to subchapter designations within a corresponding list of Code31

chapters.32

The division also authorizes the Code editor to designate33

what are currently unnumbered Code chapter subunit headings in34

certain enumerated Code chapters as numbered subchapters.35
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The division also authorizes the Code editor to number1

the unnumbered paragraphs in various enumerated provisions2

in accordance with established Code section hierarchy and to3

correct internal references as necessary.4
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
